MINISTERS FOR BARD. 
RESOLUTION ADOPTED. 
Because Senator Thomas R. Bard is 
regarded as representing the highest 
type of Christian «‘tizenship, he was 
enthusiastically indorsed yesterday 
morning at the monthly meeting of 
Congregational ministers, held at the 
First Congregational Church. 

At the close of the meeting Rev. 
Frank 8. Forbes, pastor of the East 
Side Church, sprung a sensation by 
asking to introduce a resolution 
pledging the support of the Congrega- 
tional ministers of Los Angeles and 
vicinity to the support of Senator 
Bard. 

After an eloquent eulogy of Mr. Bard, 
the speaker urged all present to adopt 
the resolution, not as a party measure, 
but on account of principle. 

The resolution was adopted after 
some debate, and thus the recent ac- 
tion of the Northern Association of 
Congregational Ministers is reénforced 
by the clergy of the South. 

In speaking in support of Senator 
Bard's candidacy, Rev. Mr. Forbes 
sald: “I think it ie fitting that we fol- 
low the lead of our brethren of the 
North and indorse as our best man for 
the United States Senate one who has 
the highest qualities as a statesman, 
citizen and Christian.

LOVE’S ASHES. 


MRS. KOEHN GETS CORPSE IN 
SUPERIOR COURT. 
—ů—ů— — 

Long Drawn Out Fight Between 
Widew and Mother of Deceased 
Results in Victory for the For- 
mer—Body of Kari Koehn to be 

Exhumed. 


Faithful to the memory of her dead 
husband; anxious to Le allowed posses- 
sion of his ashes sacred to her, and 
contpelied to defend his name from a 
charge of illegitimacy preferred by his 
own mother, pretty Elsie Kochn, widow 
of Karl Koehn, has fought to success- 
ful completion a suit against Mrs. 
Bertha Meyers for possession of her 
husband's remains. She was told by 
Judge Smith in Department Four of the 
Superior Court last night that she 
might exhume the dead body and piace 
it where she willed. 

For eighteen months the young 
widow has fought against her mother- 
in-law in the courts for the privilege of 
owning her dead. Deprived of a last 
look ut his face, and denied the sad, 
sweet privilege of even placing flowers 
on his grave, Mrs. Koehn has haunted 
the Odd Fellows’ Cemetery for montha, 
while her attorneys have been fighting 
her case in the courts. 

The trouble over Koehn’'s remains be- 

gan immediately after his death at the 
California Hospital January . 19903. 
Koehn was only 24 years of age at the 
time of his death, and he had married 
pretty Elsie Frenensdorf, daughter of 
William Frenensdorf, the well-known 
restaurant-keeper, just four months 
prior thereto. Mra. Bertha Meyer, the 
young man's mother, came out from 
Chicago, a short time before her son's 
déath, but for some unexplained reason 
she conceived a violent dislike for hor 
daughter-in-law. 
When the young victim of app un- 
citis died, Elsie, the girl widow, was not 
permitted to have anything to do with 
the disposition of the remains, Mrs. 
Meyers takng complete charge and 
purchasing a handsome casket. The 
interment was in a lot in the Odd Fe:- 
lows’ Cemetery, and was marked 
“Meyers.” Later Mrs. Meyers erected 
& monument over her son, and en- 
graved the name of Christian Neh!s« 
thereon. The grave was arranged in 
such a manner that it was impossible 
for the wife to be buried beside her 
husband. When the widow visited the 
grave and placed flowers on it, they 
were thrown away by unknown hands, 
and the giver was made to understand 
that her presence in the cemetery was 
not desited. 

Then, weary and heartsick, the gir! 
widew turned to the courts for redress, 
and began an action to recover posses- 
Mom of the body and to be allowed to 
disinter it and place it in another rest- 
ing place.

WATERWORKS MASS MEETING. 

WHITTIER, July 11.—The Board of 
Trustees of the ci of Whittier has 
called a special citigens’ mass meeting 
for Tuesday evening at Odd Fellows’ 
Hall to discuss the improvement of the 
water system. A new steel 18-inch 
main and additional pumping facilities 
are badly needed, and will cost some- 
thing less than $100,000. The Trustees 
wish to get the opinion of voters and 
taxpayefs before considering a bond 
election for the purpose. . 

The city put in the present pumping 
plant and main leading from it to the 
reservoir several years ago, and con- 
sidered it adequate for all the needs 
of the place for at least ten years, but 
since 1 the place has doubled twice 
in population, and the plant and main 
are both too mall now. There is water 
in plenty and with sufficient and eco- 
nomical means of raising it and put- 
ting it into the mains Whittier would 
be supplied with an abundance of pure 
water for a good many years.

HUMAN BENEFACTOR. 


Great Work Accomplished for Mankind 
by Dr. Walter Reed, American 
Surgeon. 

[New York Sun:] Since the discov- 
ery of vaccination by Dr. William Jen- 
ner rescued mankind from the scourge 
of smallpex—a discovery which in its 
far-reaching effects saved millions of 
human beings from suffering and dis- 
— — or from death from a loth- 

some disease—probably the demonstra- 
tion by the late Dr. Walter Reed that 
yellow fever could be completely — 
trolied must be considered as 
greatest boon that medical science — 
given the world. 

Aside from the saving of lives, it is 
difficult to estimate the financial value 
of this discovery to the business inter- 
ests of the United States. The records 
show that under former conditions no 
community, North or South, was ex- 
empt from the dangers of this de- 
stroyer of life and commerce. In one 
epidemic one-tenth of the population 
of Philadelphia perished, while in New 
Orleans, then comparatively a small 
town, no less than eight thousand hu- 
man beings perished from this fever. 
Again, in 1878, when the Mississippi 
Valley was so sorely stricken, it was 
estimated that the logs due to the in- 
terruption of traffic was more 
* millions of dollars.

he lived to see the city of Havana, 
which for a hundred years had been 
the hotbed and distributing center of 
this scourge, exempt from yellow fe- 
ver. And even now, within this short 
period of time, so absolute is the con- 
fidence in the methods he established 
that persons taken inn after sailing 
from infected ports are removed from 
vessels in the harbor of Havana and 
carried into the city to be isolated and 
treated. 

In June, 1900, Walter Reed, Major 
and Surgeon in the United States army, 
was ordered to Cuba as chairman of 
the board of experts to study yellow 
fever. Under American control and 
methods, while the general health of 
the population of Havana and other 
districts in the island showed improve- 
ment by a diminishing death rate, 
this one scourge had not been affected 
by these measures. 

Careful investigation convinced him 
that the theory of Dr. Carlos Finlay, 
a physician of Havana, that yellow fe- 
ver could be conveyed ip the same way 
that the germ of malaria was then 
known to be carried from an infected 
to a non-infected person was correct. 
Dr. Finlay had been unable to demon- 
strate the truth of this theory: but 
Dr. Reed, trained in the careful meth- 
ods of the laboratory, eventually suc- 
ceeded. By a series of experiments as 
startling as they are unequalled in all 


the records of scientific investigation | 


he proved beyond a doubt that the 
mosquito was the medium of infection 
and that yellow fever could easily be 
prevented from becoming epidemic. 

It was formerly held that the germ 
of yellow fever, which had never been 
isolated, was carried from patient to 
patient in the bedding and clothing 
or in any material brought in con- 
tact with an infected person. In the 
cructal experiments employed by Dr. 
Reed persons who had never had yel- 
low fever, by the offer of generous 
sums of money, were induced to sub- 
ject themselves to exposure. For | 
weeks at a time these patients were 
kept in beds on which yellow fever pa- 
tients had died, in contact. with the 
same bed clothing and using the same 
materials which had been employed in | 
the fatal cases. The chief precaution 
was the ure of netting or screens to 
prevent the access of the mosquito to 
these patients. Not a single one of 
these experimental cases took yellow 
fever. The same patients were then 
placed in rooms which had been care- 
fully sterilized and in bedding the 
linen and material of which-had been 
well disinfected. Mosquitoes that had 
been permitted to bite yellow fever 
patients were then 
those not yet infected; these developed 
the disease, and the 
was tofplete. To remdve this scourge 
from Havana and to prevent 
nothing remained to be done but to 
solute by means of mosquito netting | 
cach person as soon as there was a un- 
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picion of yellow fever infection. 
Dr. Reed died in Washington . 


23, 1902, and in appreciation of hig ser- 
vices to humanity the medical pro- 
| fession of the United States has under- 


taken to erect in Washington a statue 
in bronze to his memory.

Even at the present day many 
processes and formulae are kept from 
public knowledge in this way, the in- 
ventor preferring not to apply tor a 
patent. If the history of secret pro- 
cesses could be written, it would form 
a romantic and fascinating book, and 
one of the most interesting sections 
would be that which dealt with the 
many attempts to steal the secrets 
from their jealous ownere.

Men will risk much to 
fathom such a ‘Tet as that of the 
monks of the Grand Chartreuse, who 
make the well-known liqueur of that 
name. but the secret has defied all 
discovery. 

Arpong scores of secret processes just 
as successfully guarded is that which 
has given to the world the exquisitely 
beautiful Dresden china. It is sat? that 
even a King may not enter the 
guarded walls of the factory at Meis-
